It has been found necessary to hold 
he meeting of the Cosmopolitan Club 
jiiiglit instead of tomorrow night, as 
nuounccd in yesterday's "Daily". 
Flic meeting will be held in the Strath 
ona Hall at 8.30. 

A iurther interview with J. Fotos, 
the speaker for the evening, has 
brown some light upon the topic of 
his speech. He will show, he said 
'low History keeps on repeating itself, 
^specially in the Near East— the inter 
minable struggle between East and 
West, between the political and intel- 
lectual ideals of Greece and Asia, from 
ime immemorial, the intriguing and 
imperialistic policier, of the European 
Powers with the Turk, ever since his 
appearance in Europe (1-153),' and the 
consequent long sojourn of the "Sick 
Man" therein, • 

The speaker, who is a Greek scholar 
having a wide knowledge of Greek 
history and of Near East affairs, will 
give a brief review of Greek history 
and politics from prc-historic times to 
the present day. He will discuss the 
causes of the present grave situation 
in the Near East, a situation which 
only three months ago brought Eu- 
rope to. the brink of a second world 
war,, and which is growing more and 
more serious every day, with the 
French troop; in occupation of the 
Ruhr district; the Germans fomenting 
with dissension and intriguing for 
their freedom; the Turks refusing to 
accept Allied terms and leaving the 
council chamber to gain by force of 
arms or intrigue what they greedily 
covet, and contracting secret alliances 
with the Russians. This indeed is the 
outcome of that perplexing age-long 
Near-Eastern question. A solution 
will be sought by the speaker and his 
audience. The topic will be treated 
from an historical, political and eco- 
nomical point of view. All McGill 
vtudents interested are invited to at- 
tend. ■ .

The following manifesto ' of the 
Communist Party, written in Russian 
and signed by Ivan Bumovitoh, the 
leader, was received at the Daily office 
last night. It is bound to create a 
furore in political circles, and startling 
developments are expected in view of 
the Government s 'uncompromising at 
titude toward revolutionary move 
ments. 

The Manifesto, as translated, read:- 

as follows: 

Down-trodden fellow-students: 

Greeting! 

Since my recent elevation to the 
high honor of the leadership of th 
Communist Party, I have felt an over- 
powering urge to break out in print 
Unfortunately I broke out with meas 
les and was ordered by my physician 
to take a rest. I air. now sufficiently 
recovered to take up the fight against 
this co-called Constitutional govern 
ment which his proved itself shame 
fully autocratic and corrupt. 

But before laying bare the scandal 
ous conduct oi the Government, 1 
ivaht to say a word about the platform 
of the Communist Party. When I ar 
rived from Zyxmjkil a few weeks ago 
I found the party split into thirtj 
seven different factions, each wanting 
a platform of its own. When I was 
elected leader, I decided to haye no 
platform at all, and the party is, now 
rc-unitcd and ready' to overthrow any- 
thing. I am glad to say that the Com- 
munist Party is the only one with ab- 
solutely no Principle at all. We are 
opposed to everything, and especially 
io the Constitutional Party, now in 
power. We will seek by every means 
to overthrow this rotten government, 
aud wc will stop at nothing to bring 
about this object. 

What lias the Constitutional govern- 
ment done for the people? Nothing. 
What has it done for itself? Every- 
thing. It is a well-known fact that 
several members of the Government 
are notorious bootleggers, and are pil- 
ing up fortunes through this illicit 
traffic. Other members of the Con- 
stitutional party have been accepting 
bribes, and have openly promised to 
make all their friends either sewer-in- 
spectors or dog-catchers. Shame! 
Shame! 

It is also well known that the late 
lamented Aunt Kurrie, whose column 
in the Daily was so eagerly followed, 
rejected the amorous advances oi 
many members of the" Government, 
and it is certain that quite a number 
of these members, including the Prime 
Minister, know more about the murder 
of this personage than they are willing 
to say. 

When this Government came into 
power, it promised many things. 
First, examinations were to be abol 
ished. What was done? Nothing 
Only recently we have- beheld the 
spectacle of libraries crowded as of 
yore by thousands of toil-worn stu- 
dents, burning the electricity .until they 
were bleary-eyed and drunk with work, 
sinking slowly into a state of prema- 
ture imbecility. The Government also 
promised police protection for men 
students at the corner of Sherbrooke 
and University streets. Needless to 
say, this corner is still as dangerous 
for men as it has always been. Again, 
a new degree, that of B.U.M., was to 
be instituted.. So far no student has 
been recommended for this • degree, 
though several arc qualified to receive 
it with high honors. The public debt 
has shown no sign of decreasing since 
the Constitutional party came into 
power. Unemployment, except in thé 
law faculty, is still as bad as ever. 

In fact, the Communist Party can- 
not find a single good thing to say 
ibout the Government. After many 
weeks of inactivity, the Premier an- 
nounced a cabinet. Such a cabinet! 
In Russia, they would be all shot for 
.heir appearance alone, not to say any- 
thing about the ircomplete lack of abil- 
ity and general brainlessness.

The National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation Convention held recently in 
New York adopted several resolutions 
of great importance in the realm of 
college athletics. General adoption of 
the rule barring freshmen from partici- 
pation in college athletics was advo- 
cated, among other things. 

Some two hundred-odd delegates 
from its membership of 200 colleges 
and universities from the nine districts 
of this association attended the annual 
meeting, which was an intensely inter- 
esting one since it was chiefly con- 
cerned with questions of athletic ad- 
ministration. . The reports from each 
of the representatives of the nine dis- 
tricts, almost without" exception, con- 
tained Comments concerning the unsat- 
isfactory state of affairs in collegiate 
athletic administration and this, of 
course, led to much discussion as to 
ways and means of improving the pres- 
ent situation. 

In addition 'to the reports of the dis- 
trict representatives, the teports of 
eleven standing committees on rules 
was submitted. In connection with 
the report of the track rules committee 
it was pointed out that since the re- 
sumption of the Olympic Games, 69 
per cent of the American Olympic 
winners had been college men. 

Many were the criticisms oi the ex- 
isting situation .in connection with in- 
tercollegiate athletics. Dr. S. V. San- 
ford, of the University of Georgia, at- 
tacked 'particularly the growing ten- 
dency In athletics in the smaller col- 
leges, which he felt waa a detriment 



to educition. The committee on reso- 
lutions reported that it seemed desir- 
able that the association should reit- 
erate i's belief in certain fundament; 
principles and submitted, among 
ers, the following resolutions: •■ < 

1: That amateurism, as defined by 
this association, be taught and strict- 
ly adhered to 

2: The genera! adoption of the fresh- 
man rule. 

3: That each conference adopt a 
strict rule against participation by mi- 
grates. 

4. That participation m intercolle- 
giate sports be for a period of three 
years 

5: That participation be denied grad- 
uate students. 

6: That playing on any team other 
than one representing his own institu- 
tion whether in term time or vacation, 
be prohibited except by faculty con- 
tent and under strict supervision. 

7- That the whole mora! force of 
faculty and athletic organiiation be di- 
rected toward suppressing the betting 
evil. 

8: Absolute faculty control. 

All these resolutions were ' unani- 
mously adapted. 

The association unanimously declar- 
ed its intention of accepting member- 
ship m the reorganized American 
Olympic Association, and the newly" 
organized National Amateur Athletic 
Federation.

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THAT SUMMER HOLIDAY 



For some reason for which no definite explanation has hect 
given, the term of lectures at McGill has been increased in most 
faculties by some two or three weeks, postponing the completion 
of the university lectures until well on to the middle of May, a.- 
compared to the last of April, the date upon which they have for- 
merly been accustomed to end in all departments with one or two 
exceptions. Possibly a longer term is advisable; such lengthening 
may even be urgent, wc should hesitate to express an opinion. 

However, the fact is that it would seem that if an augmentation 
in the number of lecture hours be essential in the eyes of the authori- 
ties, the purpose of such will not be served by increasing the length 

. of the session by a mere two or three weeks. This procedure, in 
our humble verdict, will result in no great benefit to the undergrad- 
uate as a scholar, while it will work to his detriment as a worker. 
These few days between the last of April and the middle of May 
constitute the difference between a good job and a bad job for the 
summer vacation. It is a cause for pride that so many students 
finance themselves through college, and in their efforts devoted to 
this end they are surely deserving of all consideration. Remunera- 
tive and suitable occupations for the summer months are, at best, 
difficult of procurement. Positions in the woods and on the farm 
arc in need of applicants by the first of M-ay; the same may be said 
of those in other spheres where arrangements are made for altera- 
tions for the summer at about the same time. In addition to the 
foregoing factors must be considered the student of other Canadian 
universities which cease to function for the summer interim earlier 
than our own, and whose students, very often, are nearer the sources 
of employment than those* at McGill. The unfairness of the com- 
petition 'afforded the latter at once becomes apparent. If the Cana- 
dian student is to remain independent he must have ample time in 
which to earn money, and he must Jjc so placed that he can take 

: advantage' of employment that is to his liking,- insofar as this may 
be possible. If the course must be lengthened at McGill, let it be 
done to such an extent that its benefits to the undergraduate as a 
scholar will be evident; let it not be done so as to grant him no 
appreciable return in this respect, while depriving him of his earn- 
ing capacity. A loss in this latter regard ought to be recouped by 
a gain in the former. 



REASONABLE EXPECTATIONS 



Many unreasonable things are expected of the college man. 
There is much, however, that it is perfectly within reason to look 
for in the man who has enjoyed the priceless advantage of a uni- 
versity training. Unfortunately people cannot be made to discrim- 
inate between what is here reasonable and what is not. But it lies 
within the power of the students themselves thus to discriminate. 
It is for the undergraduate to realize what expectations he should 
fulfil, and how he can best fulfil them. 

It will be found, for'lnstance, that college men are expected to 
be well-read. Here is something well worth while considering. A 
sojourn in an intellectual environment for several years should cer- 
tainly justify such a conclusion. If the university student has not a 
fairly intimate acquaintance with most of the best literature in the 
language, who should have? It is unfortunate indeed, but neverthe- 
less true, that many undergraduates of today arc forced to plead 
guilty to a deplorable ignorance of the Classics of English Litera- 
ture. A questionnaire on this subject might show at McGill a very 
inadequate knowledge. Many students even in the Arts Faculty, 
presumably pursuing a purely cultural course, would not display 
anything like a satisfactory knowledge of the literary masterpieces. 

There is a 'tendency today amongst undergraduates who do read 
to, spend much of their reading hours devouring "the latest out", 
both in books and magazines. Attractive advertising or public pop- 
ularity is often sufficient to recommend a book whatever its literary 
merits may be. Certainly the reading of good contemporary litera- 
ture should not be deprecated, but in zeal to be "ultra-modern" and 
to "keep up to the minute" the past must not be neglected. 

Colleges afford a golden opportunity for reading and studying 
lrterary classics. If the opportunity is not seized it is the fault of 
the individual and not the institution. The university supplies the 
(intellectual) environment, and the man who is fortunate enough to 
avail himself of it is expected to give manifestations of having en- 
joyed it. Reasonably enough, he is expected to be well-read. 



SHAKESPEARE, 



Although the First Folio of Shakes- 
peare was not actually published until to- 
ward the close of 1623, yet it is none too 
early in 1923 to be reminded that this 
year marks the tercentenary of *thc pub- 
lication of this precious volume. It will 
do no harm, cither, to remember during 
this year the debt of gratitude which the 
world owes *o the poet's friends Hem- 
jnges and Condcll, who collected the 
plays, printing some twenty for the firs' 
ne, "without ambition either of self- 
fit or tame, only to keep the memory 
of so worthy a friend and fellow aJivc, 
as was our Shakespeare." It is a happy 
coincidence that only a few months ago 
the British Museum was enriched by the 
gift of a copy of the First Folio with 
the famous Droueshout frontispiece in 
its original sitae, before it was elaborat- 
ed and darkened as in the engraving gen- 
erally reproduced. Some may recall that 
this volume is the one to which Ben 



Jonson's prophetic words are prefixed: 

Triumph, my Britain, thou hast one to 
show 

To whom all scenes of Europe homage 
owe.

— Uoont 14-', Arts, was 
tilled to overflowing on the evening of 
January 18, when the Students Court 
sat to hear a charge brought against 
a student in residence, for a breach of 
Section VI of- the "Students' Code." 
It was claimed by Union Prosecutor 
Neilsou that the accused had been 
guilty of a breach of good manners 
and gentlemanly conduct by participat- 
ing in a hissing sound at the conclu- 
sion of his meal. Defendant's counsel, 
Mr. McClung, maintained that it was 
d hushing sound that his client had 
made, and considerable discussion 
arose as to the differences and relative 
seriousness of the two offenses. The 
chairman of the House Committee and 
lèverai others gave evidence. Judge 
Parney, in giving his decision, main- 
tained that the difference between the 
two words was immaterial, and that a 
hushing sound used in such a way was 
equally as bad as a hissing sound. He 
felt that the object of the House Com- 
mittee in bringing the charge was to 
call the attention of the students to 
the undesirability of the practise, and 
the necessity for its immediate sup- 
pression. He felt that the publicity 
jriven to the case would secure this rc- 
ult, and assessed the accused the costs 
jf the court.

Those on the hockey team indulged in n 
couple, of hours of strenuous practice 
whilst the others strolled through th 
town, a good number finding their wa;

The Government of the Parliament has 
not been idle. Plans are rapidly ma- 
terializing for the first session to be 
held ue.xt Thursday, when it is expected 
that the Prunier, the Rt. Hon. V. 
Carre, will have an even stronger fol- 
lowing than that which he had at the 
|"ast meeting', when he ousted the Pro- 
gressive Party. Rather disquieting ru- 
. iiours have been circulating of late with 
reference to a Communistic plot aimed 
at the overthrow of the Government, 
but the Prime Minister has promised 
short thriit ior any agitators. The 
Cabinet meeting to take place this af- 
.ernoon at 4.15, in the Reading Room 
of the Union is to be the scene of some 
Important developments, it having been 
intimated that several highly important 
appointments a:e to be made at this ga- 
jhering. 

THE OPPOSITION 

The Opposition awaits with some anx- 
iety for the welfare of the state the de- 
layed announcement oi the policy of 
the Constitutionalists. The Cabinet 
L'iuinreratcd in yesterday's Daily is nei- 
ther imposing nor inspiring. There arc 
still six mnisters without portfolio, 
which, to reiterate with justice, means 
cither tlita there were six disgruntled 
members of the parly to whom a ficti- 
'.ious offering had to he awarded, or 
that the Government, fearing for "the 
thin front line" on the right of the 
Speaker, seeks to make us in length 
what it lacks in depth. This is in 
■ither case a lamentable state of af- 
fairs. But what the lawyers talk of 
loing is even more disheartening to 
those who think of their country; for 
in the midst of great problems and 
perils, the government contemplates 
searching out some inoffensive so 
called communist upon whom to be 
stow that measure of time which ; 
'.housand times more urgently should 
he applied to national troubles and 
policies. The government enters 
quite indifferently, quite carc-frcc, into 
the important role which the fluctuat- 
ing favor of Dame Politics has as 
signed; exhibiting a mood which can 
scarcely command the confidence and 
support of the electorate of Canada's 
great cosmopolitan university. 

The Opposition which each minute 
augments that solidity of position a' 
ways its most apparent characteristic — 
is watchfully waiting to see how ; 
young and rash government will mani 
fest itself; but meanwhile it makes 
plain its firm determination to cham- 
pion greater liberty for the student, 
and a greater freedom for the mem- 
bers of that institution so essential to 
the brilliant existence of McGill, the 
Royal Victoria College.

McGILL RECEIVES 
NEW TRUST FUND 

Contracts for New Patholog- 
ical Bldg. Awarded 

A bequest of $57,000 for the creation 
of a trust fund to be used for bursaries 
and scholarships in McGill University, 
five other universities or colleges and 
by the moderator of the General As- 
sembly was announced by the Board 
of Governors of McGill University, 
held in the Canadian Pacific board 
room. The bequest is made under the 
will of the late Robert Bruce, of Ban- 
lieue, Quebec, and comprises the resi- 
due of his estate. 

The bursaries arc open to Protestant 
students only. The money has been 
handed over to the Royal Trust Com- 
pany for administration, and by the 
bequest McGill will benefit to the ex- 
tent oi about ?3.500 yearly. Other 
colleges and universities benefitting 
arc Morin College, Dalhousic Univer- 
sity, Bishop's College, Queen's Uni- 
versity, Toronto University and Man- 
itoba College. The Presbyterian in- 
stitutions benefit through the bequest 
to the Moderator of the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. 

Another gift acknowledged was an 
additional gift of $5,000 to the Blacker 
Library of Zoology.. This gift is in 
addition to the $40,000 already given 
for the establishment of that Library 

Further gifts were a gift to the De- 
partment of Electrical Engineering by 
Griswold and Company of a three 
phase static condenser valued at $700, 
and a bequest of $3.000 by the will of 
the laic Aldana R. Spencer, of West- 
mount. 

A gift of an X-ray machine to the 
Faculty of Dentistry valued at $1,500 
from the Ritter Dental Company was 
also acknowledged together with a gift 
from the Macdonald Tobacco Com- 
pany of $3,500 to the Department of 
Physics at McGill for the purpose of 
X-ray apparatus. 

Contract for the plumbing, hcaiing 
and ventilating of the new Pathology 
building was awarded to Garth and 
Company at a price of $78,000. The 
endorsation of the statutes revised by 
a special committee at the request ol 
the Board and which are now ready 
for presentation to the Board for ap 
proval, was deferred until a further 
meeting.
